SULLIVAN COUNTY DELEGATION MEETING 
AUGUST 17, 1975 


A special meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation was held in the 
Claremont City Council Chambers on August 17, 1975. Delayed by a brief 
Executive Committee meeting, the full delegation was called into session by 
Chairman Stanley H. Williamson at 2:40 p.m. Other members present were: 
Frizzell, Olden, LeBrun, Burrows, Desnoyer, Spaulding, D’Amante, 
Brodeur, Rousseau, Townsend, Mahoney and Scott. Commissioners 
attending were Woodhull and Nahil. 


As noted in the call, the purpose of the meeting was to determine a future 
course of action relative to space needs (buildingwise) for county 
administrative and service agencies. A quick outline of the actions and 
determinations of the previous delegation building needs study committee 
was given by Reps. Olden, Townsend, Spaulding, Frizzell and Williamson. 


Following considerable discussion, including relating the needs to the 
uncertain economic stresses in an attempt to asses most favorable “timing”, 
Mr. Olden MOVED, seconded by Mr. Desnoyer: 

“that the pre-existing building committee and its subcommittees be 
maintained, and new presentatives (newly-elected, that is) be assigned to the 
sub-committee of their choice, and these committees will keep “current” their 
respective studies.” Adopted unanimously. 


Thus Mrs. Frizzell remains as chairperson of the full committee. Joining 
holdovers Olden and Townsend on the sub-committee studying correctional 
jail space needs are delegation members D’Amante, Desnoyer, Mahoney, 
Rousseau and Brodeur. Joining holdovers Spaulding, Scott and Williamson 
on the administrative needs sub-committee are members LeBrun and 
Burrows, with the latter especially interested in the courtroom needs. 


Mrs. Townsend MOVED, seconded by Mahoney: 

*that the chairman appoint absent members to a sub-committee” --- as 
she explained, so that all will become aware of our problem areas. 
Unamimously adopted. 


Chairman Williamson asked if the Commissioners would like to 
comment on the situation as they see and work with it. Commissioner 
Woodhull responded, noting that he strongly believes in local control and 
favors each county retaining its offices and quarters, being better able to 
know and meet local demands and needs. He also stressed the 
Commissioner’s long and close relationship to our needs and problems and 
asked the delegation to work with them and include them in the study and 
planning.

Discussion then turned to the problem of the legislature apparently 
raising Sheriff Dept. salaries and the Bench raising court aides’ per diems or 
salaries. The Chairman and Mrs. Frizzell (Chr. of Judiciary) are to “look 
into” the situation and review purposed legislation. Mr. Desnoyer MOVED, 
seconded by LeBrun: 

“that the Executive Committee look up the RSA’s relative to Sheriff 
Department budgetary procedure and controls”. Adopted unanimously. 


Meeting adjourned at 3?40 p.m.

In accordance with RSA 24:23 a Public Hearing on the proposed Budget 
for FY 1976 was held by the Sullivan County Convention at the Claremont 
City Council Chambers on December 15, 1975. The meeting was opened by 
Chairman Stanley H. Williamson at 7:40 p.m. with the following 
representatives present: Barrus, Townsend, Frizzell, Olden, Mahoney, 
Williamson, Burrows, Desnoyers, Spaulding and LeBrun. 


Following an outline of changes in procedure as mandated by the 1975 
session of the General Court, Chairman Williamson went through the budget 
on a section-by-section basis, with questions allowed from the floor and with 
the appropriate department representative or a county commissioner 
answering or explaining changes from past years. One new Service area was 
suggested by the commissioners---$13,082.50 from the County to match other 
funds received by the Sullivan County Rehabilitation Center. Several 
members of the public spoke in behalf of this program and members of the 
Convention asked for a specific budget to be presented by its administrator. 


The final part of the public hearing was a review of anticipated revenue 
for the 1976 fiscal year. This included data on anticipated revenue sharing 
from the Federal government as well as revenues from the various 
departments and from the county institutions. 


Following the Public Hearing, the delegation discussed a request that the 
Building Committee meet with a delegation from the County Bar Association 
to hear their proposals for remodelling that portion of the Newport Town 
Hall which serves as a County Courthouse. It was voted “to have a meeting in 
early January, in the evening, with leaders of the Sullivan County Bar 
Association, only to discuss the requests of these lawyers”. 


The meeting of the Convention adjourned at 9:40.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
To the Citizens of Sullivan County: 


In accordance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, the 
Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith submit their annual report for the 
year 1975: 


The year was extremely busy for the Commissioners because of the 
increased responsibilities and changes of laws, instituted by the State and 
Federal Government; and this being the first year of our new accounting system, 
although it is a step forward, it was nevertheless time consuming. 


The Commissioners thank our office personnel for their patience in this 
complicated change over of accounting. The future will demand up-grading our 
office space and modern machines to save added help. 


The County Nursing Hospital continues to operate at capacity, with a long 
waiting list of citizens needing care. Refusing admittance to the hospital is the 
saddest task for the officials. We now have 194 beds, but could use at this time 
250. We thank the hospital personnel for giving efficient and loving care to its 
patients... 


The Jail and House of Correction remains a problem, as it has for many 
years. The facility being in the basement of our nursing hospital continues to 
distress all concerned. A decision will have to be made in the near future, where 
and how the prisoners will be housed. We hope a decision is made before an 
accident happens. 


The year ended with many constructive advances in all departments of 
County government. This efficiency and success was made possible by the 
tireless and faithful efforts of all elected and employed personnel. Sullivan 
County is fortunate to have so many people dedicated to seeing that our county 
is run honestly and efficiently. 


In this year’s booklet of 1975 you will find other reports of heads of 
departments. The Commissioners are proud to be on the “team.”

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


We are pleased to report on the progress of the County Home for the past 
year of 1975. It was a year in which a worthwhile project was completed - the 
renovation of the Sanders building. For years we have struggled with this 
building in an attempt to meet state and federal standards. The recent 
renovation of bathrooms, nurses’ station, and fire doors have made it possible 
for the building to meet the necessary requirements of an Intermediate Care 
Facility with all approved beds. It is still necessary to remove the House of 
Correction area from the basement of the Sanders building to comply fully with 
the regulations - when this becomes a reality all the beds at the County Hospital 
will meet the 1975 standards. 


This new year finds all beds filled to capacity with a lengthy waiting list of 
individuals in need of nursing care beds. The services provided by the nursing 
staff under the very able direction of Mrs. Lucile Waldo, R.N., our Director of 
Nursing Services, has been of quality. 


During the year Dr. Denis Maryn and Dr. Stephen Jordan resigned due to 
their busy medical practices and Dr. Helen Alvarez gave her resignation to devote 
more time to her family. The vacancies were filled with the appointment of Dr. 
Alberto Miyara as Medical Director by the County Commissioners. Ron Carson, 
Physician Assistant, was employed June Ist, and Dr. David Russo joined the 
staff in July - thus providing the facility with the necessary medical coverage 
which has been very satisfactory. 


A Social Service Worker has been added to our staff to complement our 
other services - this was required by the new federal regulations. 


The population in the House of Correction remains high with an average of 
twenty men. There has been a trend by the Judges to sentence or transfer men 
from State Prison to county facilities - this has been an added burden to our 
facility. Programs of education and work release continue to be effective. 


The farm program remains strong and good progress has been made. The 
residents continue to have the fresh vegetables in season produced by the farm. 
This year we were fortunate to have a good crop of apples which everyone 
enjoyed. Long range planning on the farm has been instrumental in the increase 
of production and revenue. 


Early in the year we were pleased to welcome the appointment of Sam 
Nahil as County Commissioner, a former Chairman of the Finance Committee. 


We want to take this opportunity to express our thanks and appreciation to 
our County Commissioners for their support and cooperation during the past 
year. We also want to thank all our County Officials for their assistance, our 
Chaplains and other members of the Clergy for the spiritual guidance rendered 
to the residents, our organizations for theit generous donations, and the many 
individuals for Memorial Funds, etc. 


In closing, we want to give a special thanks and express our appreciation to 
our personnel for their cooperation and loyalty without which we could not 
function effectively in giving the best possible care to our residents.

In conclusion, I commend the whole staff of the County Home for their 
kindness and cooperation with us and the deep concern they bring to their 
patients under the able direction of Mr. & Mrs. Omer Ahern.

SHERIFF’S REPORT 


In reporting on the activities of the Sheriff's Department for 1975, I must 
say, it has been the busiest year we have had. Our transportation of prisoners 
has kept at least two cruisers on the road almost continuously and at times, 
four cars had to be used. 


A typical day could be a deputy transporting from Claremont to Boston 
and coming back through Keene to pick up another prisoner. The same day 
another deputy would go to Springfield, Mass. for a prisoner, come back to 
Claremont and then go to Manchester and back. 


Calls to the Department have increased to the point that we have to ask 
the people to wait for a day and sometimes more for our services. All 
personnel in the Department are on call 24 hours a day, seven days a week. 
The full-time deputy does not work on an eight-hour shift, he is on duty 24 
hours a day. 


This last year we did not trade one car as we have been doing in the past 
and this caused repairs that cut into the Department’s budget. Also, the 
legislature raised the Per Diem in May to $40.00 and increased mileage to 25¢ 
per mile and no provisions were made to take care of the increases. As I said 
last year, the cheapest way to offset some of this increase is to hire another 
full-time deputy because we can expect to see another increase in our work 
load next year. 


At this time, I wish to thank all the County Agencies for the wonderful 
cooperation extended to the Sheriffs Department in the past year.

REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY 
December 31, 1975 


In accordance with the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, I hereby 
submit my report as County Attorney for the year 1975: 


In 1975 there was an increase in criminal activity in Sullivan County as 
there has been every year for the past ten. I wish it were posible to assure the 
law abiding citizens in this County that an end to this spiral is in sight, 
however, such assurance is impossible. 


We presently have a backlog of felony cases in Superior Court and with 
125 to 150 new felony indictments each year, plus the appeal cases from our 
two District Courts, it may be seen that with, at the most, 150 to 160 days of 
Superior Court each term we are unable to keep even with the activity, as the 
Court, also, must reserve a portion of its term for civil litigation. 


Until such time as the penalties for the various criminal offenses are more 
severe and those persons committing such crimes realize they cannot be so 
sure a suspended sentence will be their punishment, criminal activity will not 
lessen. 


It is not uncommon, now, to find defendants coming into Superior Court 
who have had suspended sentences imposed not once previously but on 
occasion, two and three times. Some of these individuals have also appeared 
in our District Courts before their first appearance in the Superior Court and 
have received a suspended sentence in those Courts for various offenses. 
Persons with such a record of behavior, in my opinion, should not receive a 
suspended sentence at the Superior Court level even though it is their first 
appearance in such Court as they have had their opportunity to, with the 
supervision of the Probation Department, straighten their behavior around 
to conform with the laws of this state. If they have not learned to conform by 
the time of their first appearance in Superior Court, I feel any further effort is 
wasted as they, by this time, realize they are able to use the “system” to their 
advantage. 


I am aware there are those individuals who, with supervision and 
encouragement, will straighten their conduct and lives around so they never 
become embroiled with the Courts again and my comments are not directed 
towards those individuals. I am concerned with the twenty or thirty percent 
who feel every locked door and window isa challenge to break into that home 
or business establishment, to those individuals who rob and beat the senior 
citizen or assault a woman alone or wait in a darkened alley with a shotgun. 
Whether we want to admit it or not we must face the reality that our country 
setting here in Sullivan County grants us no immunity from this type of 
animal. 
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There is absolutely no reasonable excuse for such behavior on the part of 
these individuals and there is no reason why you and I, as law abiding citizens, 
should be expected to lock ourselves in our houses day and night to be secure 
from those individuals who should be confined. They should be confined and 
unable to associate with society again until such time as they are able to prove 
they will conform to that conduct which society has a right to expect from 
them. 


The criminal exercises, so-called, capital punishment on a victim 
whenever he commits murder. Such capital punishment is meted out by that 
criminal without benefit of a jury trial or a court sentence. I do not feel these 
individuals have a right to claim that a death sentence imposed upon them by 
a jury, or court, for their act of murder is any more “cruel and unusual” 
punishment than that which they had inflicted on their victim. It is time the 
liberal element in our society stopped embracing the criminal and, in effect, 
kicking the victim. You and I, as law abiding citizens, also have constitutional 
rights which we must assert if we are to survive in what is rapidly becoming a 
jungle in which only the criminal element will be able to live as only they are 
able to exercise their “constitutional rights” and their “rights” seem to be the 
only “rights” some members of our society are interested in.
